If Mr. Macdonnell had directed his crit- 
icism against the taxation that retards pro- 
duction, he would have offered something 
But he would deprive the Can- 
of both goods and money, As 
a matter of actual fact, Canada on a per 
capita count has not nearly as much real 
money in circulation as either Great Britain 
or the United States 

Next, Mr. Macdonnell wants the govern- 
ment to rates

sistent, too, in admonishing the government 
to reduce expenses and raise interest rates 
when he knows perfectly well that interest 
payments are one of the largest expenses 
of government.

Water Chief, spokesman for the pair, said the man, who gave 
his name as John Anderson approached them and offered to buy 
them some liquor, they being forbidden to do so by the Indian 
Act 

THEY FELL IN WITH THE IDEA, gave the man $16 and rode 
in a taxi with him to the east Calgary liquor store. The cab parked 


a short distance away from the vendors and the man got out and 
walked towards the store 
After some time had elapsed and he failed to return, the In- 


dians methodically began a hunt through the east end of the city
